in Masoulc halt, Bridport, Sept. 4, to con-tln-

fourteeu or twenty weeks as the
directors may elect. Mlss Cora Smlth of
Addison has bccn cngaged as teachcr.
Miss Smlth takes charge of the school
after four years study at Saxton's River,
followed by four years at Wellesley,
graduating at each ot the above instilu-tion- s.

The school directors fecl a certaln
degree of satisfactiou in ptcsenting to
the people of Bridport the llrst tangible
benellts of the town system of schools.
That a school of high grade could be

tnd malntained in a town ln
this Statc without extra cost to its pat-ro-

was impossible under the dlstrlct
system. Xot only is tlils posslble under
the present system, but in thls grade of
school, aud fumishcd wlth such a teaclr
er, lt ls practlcable for school chlldren to
llt themselves for collcge without golng
outsidc thelr town schools, and this with-

out iuipairlng the elllciency of the com-mo- n

schools. A predlction one ytar ago
that the above cducational conditions
would exist here in Vermont today would
have been scouted by the incredulous as
Impossible and would have been halled
by the frlends of educatlon as a realiza-tlo- n

of thelr hlghest hopes. We beli'eve
that no system of educatlon in any State
ofl'ers greater advantages than are pu.sl-bl- e

under' the town systesn of schools in

Vermont.
